Against Compulsory 
Rabies Vaccination

(The following letter was sent 
to the City Council. The author 
of It o p p' o H c * a compulsory 
rahlj-s vHcrinntion law for dotf*, 
We are reprinting It for the 
Ix'iu'flt of our readers. editor's 
not*-.)

Your Honorable Body Is in 
the process of considering an 
ordinance for the ,compulsory 
vaccination of dogs' for rabies.

Before you jeopardize the per­ 
sonal rights of owners of dogs 
within this city, it is hoped that, 
you will consider their'personal 
liberties, as guaranteed by the 
Bill of Rights. It is further 
anticipated that such an Ordin­ 
ance would be unconstitutional, 
by virture of the fact that a dog 
may be considered a watch dog, 
and as such, is equivalent to a 
personal Insurance policy over 
which the city has no control.

Are you aware of the number 
of policemen that might be re­ 
quired to replace the protection 
afforded by the canine pets now 
owned by residents of this city? 
Are you also familiar with the 
lack of enforcement of the 
Leash Law now in force in this 
city?

Due to pressure from one 
newspaper published and cir­

culated in the City of Torrance, 
people have been led to believe 
that all dogs are rabid when 
they bite a person. It wouldn't 
surprise me that the dog may 
be mad from the way some chil­ 
dren, and even adults, treat the 
so-called "dumb" animal. Auct- 
ally, the dog may be much 
smarter that its tormentors and 
bites them as its only means 
of conveying the idea that it 
should receive more respect and 
better treatment.

Has there ev«?r been a death 
in this city directly attributable 
to rabies contracted by dog bite? 
I believe not.

Let us, therefore, aid in the 
control of this disease, rather 
than try to enforce compulsory 
anything upon anyone. One 
way of doing this might, be to 
automatically vaccinate all ani­ 
mals which are picked up roam­ 
ing the streets, itiese are the 
most likely offenders to the 
well being of the citizen at large.

Thank you for your consider­ 
ation in this matter, and we 
trust that your best judgment 
will prevail in deliberating this 
issue.

Budget Gets 
Board OK

The preliminary school budget 
for the coming year, estimated 
at $4,753.000. was approved by 
the Board of Education Tuesday 
night.

Final vote will be held on the 
matter at the end of July.

This year's budget is about 
$1 million higher than last 
year's which totaled $3.405.000.

Largest budget item is per­ 
sonnel salaries. Teachers' sala­ 
ries will total $2.900.000 as-op­ 
posed to last year's $2.060.000.

The Increase is largely the 
result of new positions created 
to meet the district's growth.

A request for an increase in 
salaries made by the Torrance 
Educational association will be 
taken under advisement. The 
board indicated that they would 
grant salary increases If and 
wherever possible.

There will be no noticeable 
increase in the taxrate, school 
officials increase. Last year's 
tax rate called for $2.99 per
